By  Modern  Obfervations. 


TH  E  Art  of  making  Maps  and  Sea  Charts  is  an  Inventioa 
of  fuch  vaft  Ufe  to  Mankind,  that  perhaps  there  is  no- 
thing for  which  thG,World  is  more  indebted  to  the  fiudi- 
eus  Labours  of  ingenious  Men  ;  for  by  the  help  of  them  Geography- 
is  made  plain  and  eafy,  the  Mariners  are  direfted  in  fetching  us 
the  Commodities  of  the  mofl:  diftant  Parts ;  and  by  the  help  of 
tliem  we  may  at  home  with  Pleafure  furvey  the  feveral  Counti'ies 
of  the  World,  and  be  informed  of  the  Situation,  Diftance,  Pro- 
vinces, Cities,  and  remarkable  Places  of  every  Nation.  To  do  this 
with  Exaftneft  was  an  Art  (to  be  fure)  not  eafily  attained  ;  it  was 
not  one  Man,  nor  one  Generation  of  Men,  that  could  bring  it  to 
any  reafonable  Perfeftion  ;  and  accordingly,  tho'  it  was  very  early 
begun,  it  is  but  now  in  our  Days  that  a  Method  is  found  out, 
whereby  Maps  may  be  truly  corredted, 

Even  fo  early  as  Anaxlmander,  the  Difciple  and  Succeffor  of 
Thales,  geographick  Tables  or  Maps  have  had  a  Beino ;  a  plain 
Demonftration  of  the  Value  of  this  Science,  fince  it  began  with 
the  beginning  of  Literature.  We  are  told  Alexander  carried  Cat- 
iijlhenej  with  him  xo  Bah)' Ion,  to  make  a  Map  of  his  Conquefis  ; 
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and  undoubtedly  the  Greeks  and  Romans  had  geographical  Tables 
of  all  their  Countries,  tho'  none  of  them  have  been  preferved  to 
our  Days,  except  that  which  Ihews  the  Unskilfulnefs  of  the  An- 
cients in  making  them,  I  mean  the  ancient  Map  of  the  Roman 
Empire  ftill  extant,  under  the  Name  of  Feutlngevian  Tables,  a 
from  Conr.  'Peutivger^  a  learned  Gentleman  of  Auirshurg,  to  whom  , 
we  are  beholden  for  the  Publication  of  tVm.  Thofe  Tables  con- 
tain an  Itinerary  of  the  whole  Empire  from  Weft  to  Eaft,  with 
the  Diftancc  of  Towns  by  Menfuration ;  but  then  the  Seas,  De- 
i^irts  and  Forefis,  being  not  travelled  thro',  or  meafured,  are  not 
fet  down  in  their  true  Form,  the  Latitude  or  Breadth  from  North 
to  South  being  not  at  all  regarded.  This  to  be  fure  muft  have 
been  the  general  Fault,  before  Aftronomy  was  made  to  aflift  Geo- 
s?rap]iy,  which  had  been  faintly  attempted  by  divers,  but  never 
effected  by  any  before  Ftolemy. 

CLri:diiis  Rtokm^us,  a  very  learned  Afironomer,  who  flouriflied 
at  Alexandria  under  the  Reign  of  Antoninus  the  Philofopher,  ma- 
•fciiig  uft  of  all  preceding  Difcoveries,  and  joining  the  Obfervations 
oi  Hipparchus,  Timocharis,  and  the  Babylonians,  with  rhnfp  of  his 
own,  formed  the  Syftem  of  the  Univerfe,  ftiU  known  by  his  Name, 
and  prefcribed  the  Metho.ds  of  difcovering  Longitude  and  Latitude, 
by  Obfervation  of  the  fixed  Stars,  and  the  Courfe  of  the  Planets  ; 
inventing  alfo  the  Meridians  and  Parallels,  the  better  to  direft 
.the  exaa  placing  of  Towns  on  the  Map  ;  and  himfelf  publiflied  a 
^ett  of  Maps,  which  were  made  ufe  of  for  many  Ages. 

But  fince  the  Invention  of  the  Mariner's  Compafs,  and  the  great 
Increafe  of  Navigation  by  the  help  of  it,  we  have  been  able  to  vi= 
fit  all  thofe  moft  diftant  Places,  that  Ptolemy  had  but  imperfed  Ac- 
counts of,  have  efpecially  difcovered  that  he  was  very  much  mil- 
taken  in  his  Accounts  of  Longitude ;  and  that  all  Maps  ^^^^erto 
extant  are  vaftly  erroneous  in  the  Situation  of  Places  Eaflward. 
The  Fault  in  general  was  computing  the  Degrees  on  Earth  fafter 
than  would  anfwcr  to  thofe  in  the  Heavens,  and  thereby  making 
Places  to  feem  farther  diftant  from  the  firft  Meridian  than  they 
really  are.  Thus  France,  Italy,  Greece,  &c.  were  by  little  and 
iittle  fo  extended,  and  the  Mediterranean  Sea  ■  thereby  fo  much 
lengthened,  that  upon  exaft  Obfervation  it  is  found,  a.t  Scanderoo?/- 
no  Iffb  than  1 3  Degrees  were  gained,  and  the  Voyage  thither  re- 
prefented  as  ioo  Leagues  longer  than  it  is.  And  the  ftirther  we 
go  Eaflward  the  greater  is  the  Error,  the  Coafts  of  India  being 
laid  zo  Degrees  tob  far  Eaft,  and  China  27  Degrees  beyond  its  true 
Situation.  This  Fault  had  like  to  have  proved  fatal  to  Mr.  Bam^ 
piir  and  liis  Company  ;  for  when  they  flood  oS  from  the  Sout& 
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.a  to  the  Eall-hdies,  they  found  the  Voyage  500  Leagues  longer 
an  the  Maps  reprefented  it,  and  themfelves  almoft  ftarved  by 
iftina  to  them.  But  as  by  Aftronomy  Geography  was  at  firft  cor- 
fted?  fo  the  Amendment  of  thcfe  Errors  is  owing  to  the  great 
.provement  now  made  to  that  Science,  and  tlie  exquifite  Inge- 
litv  and  Induftry  of  modern  Aftronomers,  who  by  the  Affiftance 
excellent  Telefcopes,  and  other  Liftruments  of  modern  Lwention, 
ive  made  very  confiderable  Difcoveries  in  the  Heavens,  and 
thereby  found  out  a  way  of  afcertainmg  Longitude  as  well  as  La- 
titude  at  Land,  and  correfting  the  Maps  to  a  perfcd  Exaftnels. 

This  Method  is  by  Obfervation  of  Eclipfes,  whofe  beginning  at 
LorJort  or  Paris  being  exadtly  calculated,  and  thereby  certainly 
prediaed,  and  the  beginning  of  the  fame  Eclipfe  being  obferved 
at  any  difiant  Place,  the  difference  of  Time  is  certainly  known, 
and  I  ^  Degrees  being  allowed  to  an  Hour,  the  diftance  oi  Place 
may  be  fixed  to  a  Mile.  The  Eclipfes  of  the  Sun  and  Moon  onl7 
were  at  firft  made  ufe  of  to  this  purpofe  ;  but  as  thofe  occur  butlel- 
dom,  and  are  vifible  but  in  fome  certain  Places,  the  Obfbrvations 
could  not  be  often  made ;  and  therefore  this  great  Work  would 
have  been  long  a  doing,  if  the  Difcovery  of  the  Satellites  oi  Jupi- 
ter and  their  Eclipfes  liad  not  afforded  a  new  and  very  confiderable 
Help  to  it ;  for  thefe  being  four  in  number,  that  make  a  continual 
Circuit  round  that  Planet,  there  happens  almoft  every  day  an 
Eclipfe  of  one  or  the  other  of  them. 

The  Satellites  of  Jupiter  were  difcovered  by  Galileo,  the  Eclip- 
fes of  them  by  Huygcns,  the  Theory  of  them  formed  by  the  Aca- 
demy of  Sciences  at  Paris,  and  the  Ecliples  firft  calculated  for  a 
whole  Year  by  Mr.  Flamflead,  and  together  with  the  Method  of 
computing  Longitude  thereby,  communicated  in  the  Philofiphical 
TranfaBions  of  December,  16S}  ;  fince  which  time  an  Ephemeris 
of  them  is  annually  calculated,  and  Obfervations  for  correifting 
Geography  are  very  commonly  made  abroad.  Thus  this  great 
Work  of  difcovering  Longitude,  which  was  thought  impoffible,  is 
in  a  great  meafure  performed,  the  Longitude  any  where  on  Land 
being  certainly  taken,  and  perhaps  the  Coafls  and  Situation  of 
Towns  exaftly  laid  down  ;  and  perhaps  in  time  the  Art  may  be 
fo  improved  as  to  be  prafticable  at  Sea  too  ;  at  leaft  if  Sliips  were 
fent  out  to  make  thefe  Obfervations  at  all  the  Capes  and  head 
Lands  round  the  Globe,  the  Seamen  would  be  able  to  correct  thei* 
Reckonings  very  often  in  long-  Voyages, 
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This  being  premifed,  viz.  That  there  is  a  way  of  afcertaining 
thJsituatxon  of  Places  Eaft  and  Weft,  as  well  as  North  and  South, 

/t  W  manv  Obfervations  have  been  made  m  diftant  Parts  of  the 
^X/by  the  Coafts  and  ch.ef  Towns  have  been  brought  to

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'T would  be  tedious  to  enumerate  all  the  Obfei-vations  tliat  have 
been  made ;  thefe  we  have  mentioned  are  at  fuch  diflant  Parts, 
that  almoft  all  our  Maps  may  be  examined  by  them,  and  fliall 
therefore  trouble  the  Reader  with  only  thefe  two  more. 

France,  in  the  former  Maps  of  it,  had  been  extended  fevcral 
Degrees  on  every  fide,  fo  that  the  Kingdom  was  made  to  fecm  ex- 
ceedingly larger  than  it  is  ;  but  this  has  been  correfted  by  many 
"iears  Labour  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  at  Paris,  and  now  very 
lately  a  new  Map  correftly  made,  according  to  tlieir  Obfervations, 
■wasj  publiflied  at  Paris,  from  which  this  in  our  Colledion  is  co- 
pied. 

Mufcovy  on  the  other  hand  has  been  contrafted  in  the  Southern 
Part  near  a^o  Miles  ;  for  the  Palus  M^otis  was  made  to  rife  up  to 
the  51  Deg.  of  Latitude  ;  and  the  City  oi  Azo-ph  is  placed  in  5 1 
Deg.  North  Latitude  by  Sanfon  and  the  I>utch  Maps.  But  fince 
the  Conqueft  of  that  Place  the  Czar  has  caufed  an  aftual  Sui-vey 
to  be  made  of  the  Country  South  from  Mofcoiv,  and  of  the  Courle 
of  the  River  Don  ;  whereby  it  appears  that  Azoph  lies  in  47  Dep. 
and  that  the  Courfe  of  that  River  is  very  much  different  from 
what  was  formerly  reprefented,  as  may  be  fecn  in  comparing  the 
old  Maps  with  that  in  this  Book,  which  is  copied  from  that  Sur- 
•  vey. 

Abundance  of  other  grofs  Errors  in  former  Maps,  correfted  in 
this  Sett,  might  be  mentioned,  fuch  as  the  Head  of  the  River 
Nile,  laid  down  i  Deg.  that  is,  900  Miles  more  South  than  it 
really  is  ;  the  Cafplan  Sea  being  made  of  oval  Form  from  Eaft  to 
Weft,  whereas  in  truth  'tis  almoft  an  oblong  Square  from  North 
to  South  ;  and  many  more,  which,  to  avoid  tiring  the  Reader, 
we  omit,  and  leave  it  to  his  own  Obfervation  to  difcover. 

But  now  to  apply  thefe  Obfervations  to  our  Maps,  it  muft  be  re- 
membred  that  the  Degrees  of  Longitude  in  them  are  computed 
from  the  firfi  Meridian,  which  was  fixed  at  Teneriffe,  hsioiiQ  the 
French  removed  it  to  the  Ifland  Ferro,  z  Deg.  30  Minutes  more 
Weft  ;  but  the  Obfervations  we  here  fet  down  being  deduced  from 
ILondon,  which  is  17  Deg.  30  Min.  Eaft  from  Teneriffe,  or  lo  from 
Ferro,  an  Addition  muft  be  made  of  fo  many  Degrees  in  Places 
Eaftward,  or  Subtradion  proportionate  for  Places  Weftward  ;  and 
then  the  true  Longitude  of  thefe  Places^  as  they  ought  to  ftand  in 
the  Mapsj  will  appear  thus,  viz-

By  this  Table  may  be  feen  the  Differences  between  thi  new  Obfervations,  which  are  according  to  the 
Truth,  and  the  old  Maps  ;  and  thereby  it  appears  that  Ima  was  laid  almoft  400  Leagues  farther  off  than  i': 
really  is,  and  China  no  lels  than  ^00  Leagues  too  far  to  tKe  Eaft,  Nay,  to  go  no  farther  than  Royne^  the 
Fault  is  there  fo  great,  as  to  lay  that  City  1 3^  Miles  too  far  off;  and  the  Diftance  between  Genoa  and  Rome^ 
meafured  on  an  old  Map,  ieems  at  leaft  40  Miles  more  than  it  is.  By  thefe  Tables  will  alfo  be  feen  how 
thefe  Maps  agree  with  the  Obfervations,  and  confequently  ivhether  they  are  not  rather  to  be  confulted  than 
the  old  Maps.  But  it  is  neceffary  to  advertife,  that  the  four  general  Maps  of  Europe,  AJia,  Africa  and  America^ 
are  engraven  according  to  the  oldj  that  fo  by  comparing  the^iarticular  Maps  with  them,  the  aew  CQiTeftiom 
roay  the  better  appear.
